BY GOV. LEHMAN 
AS A SUCCESSOR 


New York Executive Sees an 


Opportunity to Play Even 


With Enemies.

WASHINGTON.—In the excite- 
ments of th« New York campaign, 
the meaning of Herbert Lehman'! 
price for running again baa es- 
caped general attention. His pub- 
lic contract with the worried New 
York democrats called only for 
Charles Pol«ttl's nomination as 
lieutenant governor. But his pri- 
vate expectation is that £-«Littf 
will also be hia successor when 
the time comes. Tom Dewey may 
flteal the greit"Inheritance, but, 
for th* present, young Poletti Is 
the acknowledged heir apparent 
of the governor of New York. And 
that fact presents a tpuzete of con- 
siderable national significance. 


Lehman's dislike and distrust of 


the president and his new dealers, 
and the hearty way in which the 
whitt house returns these emo- 
tions are open secrets. 
Yet, by 


anointing Poletti, Lehman, the ac- 
claimed democratic conservative, 
ha* not only weakened the local 
power of the new dealers' great 
enemy, Jim Farley. He has also 
advanced one of the few men in 
New York politics with whom the 
new dealers feel themselves in 
complete sympathy. 


Self Educated Man. 


Poletti is a shrewd, energetic 


young fellow, son of a New Eng- 
land atonecuttef, largely self edu- 
cated* and an able lawyer. Some 
time ago politics * tempted 
him 


from the Wall street office of Da- 
vis, Polk, Wftrdwell, Gardiner & 
Reed. He attracted ,Lehman'a at- 
tention, 
became counsel to the 


governort and WAS subsequently 
appointed to the bench. He still 
remains Lehman's right hand man, 
but his relations are very close 
with the new deal element in 
Washington and the labor party 
leaders tn New York. He served 
the labor party aa its floor leader 
In the state constitutional conven- 
tion, and, unleas all appearances 
deceive, he is a distinctly left wing 
democrat, 


fortunately for him, he inspires 


confidence 
In men 
of different 


opinion*. Beflldes the fatherly ^af- 
fection of Herbert Lehman, he re- 
tains the trust of his deeply con- 
servative former boss, John W. 
Davis, who recently announced for 
the democrats on his account. 


The story of Charles Poletti 


brings out the full irony of the 
New York situation. Not so very 
many months ago, whispers were 
coming from the white house that 
Lehman would be quietly retired 
from politics. The whiapers hinted 
that he Was a Sad backslider, and 
one Who had outlived his useful- 
ness. 


And now the man whom "the 


new deal didn't need" hag not only 
been drafted as the ohe candidate 
Who may keep New York demo- 


ratic. He has also Won advance- 
ent for the young liberal, Po- 


ettl, where the new dealers failed 
o miserably to do the same thing 


their favorite, Solicitor Gen. 


Robert P. Jackson. Lehman must 
nugh up his sleeve, when he has 
he time to. And so, for that mat- 
er, must tha new dealers, fof 
johman, their intended victim, Is 
ow serving their interests to the 
ull. 


Qaln ahd Loss. 


Whether or not he enjoys turn- 


ng the tables on the new dealers, 
ieruert Lehman emerges as a 
argc minded man. 
His enmity 


vlth tho white house dates back 


the 1936 campaign, when he 


ran behind the president in New 
fork after he had been elaborately 
drafted to help the party ticket, 
-laving taken so much trouble to 
jet Lehman's help, the president 
seems to have been annoyed that 
te had abased himself to no pur- 
joae. At any rate, he proceeded 
.o Ignore Lehman completely.

people were panicked by the pros- 
pect of extinction at the hands of 
the invading; Martian men 
The 
switchboard at police headquai ters 
was jammed with calls from ex- 
cited Lincolnites who asked. "Is it 
true?" and "What should we do?" 


"War of World*." 


The monsters were deliveied by 
courtesy of Orson Welles1 Mercury 
theater on a coast to coast pro- 
giam of the Columbia Broadcast- 
ing system. The play was "The 
War of the 
Woilds," originally 


written by H. G. Wells, who lias a 
pretty good imagination himself, 
and done into a radio sciipt by Or- 
son Welles 


The 
action 
rcvol i»ed 
around 
what might happen if monsters 
from Mars boarded flying ma- 
chines resembling 
meteors 
and 
called upon the earth with malice 
aforethought. The whole thing; was 
done realistically and in present 
tense. Before it reached its cli- 
max, with the monsteis picking 
up germs and, very satisfactorily, 
dying, late tuner inner s were get- 
ting pretty upset. 


Lincoln newspapers 
and 
the 
radio stations were besieged with 
calls despite the fact that the 
broadcast (from 7 to 8 p. m.) was 
interrupted four times with the 
announcement: "This is purely a 
fictional play." A few people were 
hysterical with anxiety, 


A St. Louis, Mo, woman. In a 
panic as the result of misunder- 
standing; thp radio drama, called 
long distance Sunday night to bid 
a final goodbye to her daughter in 
Lincoln. 


One Woman Weeps. 


One woman who called The 
Journal wept as she talked. Her 
son had been killed in the World 
war, and the too realistic radio 
description had brought her to a 
state of nervous shock. Another 
woman who could scaicely speak 
for excitement said she had heard 
the invaders had taken St. Louis. 
She wondered if Lincoln was en- 
dangered. 


Even until 11 o'clock the calls 
kept coming in. 
Cine bewildered 
gentleman wanted to know If The 
Journal had heard anything "about 
a piece of the planet Mars bieak- 
ing off and coining down and hit- 
ting the world" The police, the 
newspapers and the broadcasting 
stations did their best to calm the 
citizenry. 


Some Actually Evacuated. 


In the east according to the As- 
sociated Press the excitement bor- 
dered on mass frenzy, and actually 
resulted in panicky evacuations 
from sections of the metropolitan 
area. 
Many New Yorkers seized per- 
sonal effects and raced out of their 
apartments, some jumping into 


their automobiles and heading for 
the wide open spaces. 
Samuel Tishman. a Riverside 
Drive resident, 
declared ho and 
hundreds of others evacuated their 
homes fearing; "the city was being 
bombed." 
He told of going home and le- 


celving a frantic telephone call 
from a nephew. 
"I turned on the radio and heaid 
the broadcast which corroborated 
what my nephew had said, grabbed 
my hat and coat and a few per- 
sonal belongings and ran to the 
elevator. When I got to the street 
there were hundreds of people 
milling around in panic. Most of 
us ran toward Broadway and It 
was not until we stopped taxi driv- 
ers who had heard the entire 
broadcast on their radios that we 
knew what it was all about. 


Almost Had Attack. 


"I heard the broadcast and al- 
most had a heart attack," said 
Louis Winklei, of the Bronx. 
"I 
didn't tune in until the program 
was half over, but when I h<*aid 
the names of federal, state and 
municipal officials I was convinced 
that it was the McCoy. I ran into 
the street with scores of other sand 
found the people running in all di- 
rections. The whole thing 
came 


over as a news broadcast" 
Tishman denounced the piogtnm 
as "the most asinine stunt I ever 
heard of" and Winkler as "a pretty 
crumby thing to do." 
A woman ran into a church In 
Indranapolis 
screaming; "New 
York destroyed; it'a the end of the 
world. You might as well go home 
to die. I just heard it over the 
radio." 
Services were dismissed 
immediately. 
The switchboard 
operator 
at 
New York police headquarters said 
his exchange was Jammed by peo- 
ple who wanted 
to know "about 


the 40 killed by a meteor explod- 
ing in Jersey." 
James Powers of the Brooklyn 
police telephone bureau said sev- 
eral had asked if it -was safe for 
them to stay in their homes—near 
their 
radios—and 
one 
woman 
asked If she should seek refuge in 
a subway. 
Right in the center of the war- 
fare—with every trunkline on the 
switchboar d lighted—sat L. W. 
Smith and S. M. Zimmerman of 
the fire and police dispatchers' of- 
fice, Trenton, Mercer county, N. J. 


Trenton Calm. 


They were answering all kinds 


of calls, local and long- distance, 
assuring everybody concerned that 
Trenton was as calm as could be 
expected. It seems that the first 
arrivals from Mars had just landed 
at a hypothetical city called Grov- 
ers Mill which sounded to listeners 
like Groveville, another community 
in Mercer county.

HEAVY STORAGE OF CORN 


AAA Officials Expect 300 


Million Bushels. 


WASHINGTON. 
LV). 
Agricul- 


ture department officials said they 
expected possibly as mucli ils 300,- 
000,000 bushels of this year's corn 
crop to be stored on farms under 
government loans. 
i 


The quantity will be determined 


to a large extent, they said, on the 
loan rate. Officials have said the 
rate will be at least 57 cents a 
bushel and possibly 01 cents. The 
higher the rate, the more grain 
farmers would be likely to store. 
The rate will be determined on the 
basis of the crop estimate to be 
issued Nov. 10. The crop control 
law directs that the rate be 75 
percent of parity—the price goal 
set up in the act—if the November 
corn estimate does not exceed/ a 
normal year's domestic consump- 
tion and exports. If the crop is be- 
tween 101 and 110 percent of n 
normal year's domestic consump- 
tion and exports, the rate must be 
set at 70 percent of parity. Parity 
is about 81 cents a bushel.

MIDDLE IOUP CROP 


Return 
to 
Irrigation 
Will 


Mean Big' Crops, Pioneer 


Farmers Predict. 


KEARNEY. Neb -Fiumeis in 


the Middle Loup valley, if two of 
their piomincnt lepiesentativos ait1 
correct, will go in 
for intensive 


sugar boot raising within the next 
few years 


They aie W. F. Dunbar, a slight, 


win to-haired 74 year old farmer 
southwest of Comstock, and Fied 
Murray, just west of Avciuhn. Mr. 
Dunbar has been farming his land 
since 1902, while Mr. Murray, who 
was born and laised in Lee Park, 
west ot Arcadia, has been farm- 
ing "as long as I can remember" 
during his 50 years. 


The taims of both will benefit 


from the construction of the power 
and ii rigation system of the Mid- 
dle Loup valley distnct, which is 
being assisted by the allotment 
granted by PWA. Mr. Dunbar's 
farm lies on Canal No. 1. As a 
matter of tact, it runs thru the 
Dunbar "back yaul." 


Murray was born in Nebraska 


of the two first families in the 
neighborhood ot" Arcadia, whereas 
Mr, Dunbar was born in Nebraska 
in 1864 in the town of Dunbar, and 
moved to the Middle Loup valley 
in 1902. 


"I came to Comstock," said Mr. 


Dunbar, "and I paid $4,000 cash in 
1901 for my 320-acre farm after 
having- first inspected irrigation in 
Colorado. At that time I traveled 
by covered wagon and I was 
thoroly sold on irrigation. The man 
who sold the farm to me said he 
wanted precisely 
$4,000 
and no 
jewing. I bought the farm and 
started to giow crops." 


At that time there was a well 


organized irrigation system within 
the valley and farmers had all the 
water they needed from the Middle 
Loup river. But in 1903 a heavy 
rain took "the whole thing out," 
Mr. Dunbar said. 


Inasmuch as the valley was 


heavily bonded, it was not until 
1912 that sufficient sentiment had 
been revived to have the valley re- 
surveyed in a movement to restore 
the irrigation system previously 
set up. In 1913, when three-fourths 
of all the farmers signed up, an ef- 
fort was made to reconstruct the 
irrigation system, but there was 
some difficulties. A lawsuit was 
entered to decide whether the dis- 
trict was in harmony with the 
movement for irrigation. Judge de- 
cided that the majority of citizens 
did not wish irrigation, whereupon 
Mr. Dunbar launched a campaign 
of his own. 
"I decided," said 
Mr. Dunbar, 
"that those in the classification of 
the three-quarteis who owned the 
land were in the minority as fat- 
as actual land owning was con- 
cerned, and I have since become 
convinced that due to the lack of 
irrigation in the Middle Loup val- 
ley, it has suffered tremendously. 
As a matter 
of fact, 
everyone 


.north of Comstock has 
lost his 


farm and has left the countryside 
since 1913. 


"I am not an ordinary farmer. 


After our 
irrigation system be- 


came wrecked dm Ing- the first part 
of this century, I conducted con- 
siderable research in order to de- 
termine what could be done to 
restore it. I not 
only 
went to 


Omaha, but also to Scottsbluff in 
order to consult engineers so that 
the system might be restored, but 
In no case was it possible for us 
to obtain the irrigation we needed." 


Dunbar was especially voluble 


about what he descnbed 
as the 


theory \\hich embraces the past 
seven years. 


"If it hadn't been for the cows 


and the cluckcnn tint Mio. Dunbar 
and I have been able to rains, it 
wouldn't liavc been pj^iihlo for us 
to keen oven with the woilcl and 
to raise money enough to pay the 
taxes on our land," he said. 


Everything looks different now, 
he continued. He said he expected 
to get 800 tons of sugar beets off 
of 40 acres of land. As pioof of 
this he hoed up a beet 
which 


weighed from 10 to 32 pounds. All 
these were raised under what is 
called "partial irrigation," inas- 
much as the Middle Loup valley

Like hia neighbor, Fred Murray 


has been raising hogs and cattle 
over a period of years on his 360 
acres of land. With partial irriga- 
tion \vhiqh means one watering on 
about 45 acres of land, he expects 
to receive a very heavy crop of 
timothy! Last year he leaped noth- 
ing from this ground. Murray said 
his possibilities of production thin 
year were the best of the last five 
years. Thp last crop he got was 
in 1932. 


"I am going to start raising 


beets," he said. "Many of my 
neighbors aie trying them, and I 
might as well attempt them. I 
also have planned to raise pota- 
toes." 


Both Mr. Dunbar and Mr. Mur- 
ray were emphatic as far as lais- 
ing alfalfa was concerned. To Mr. 
Murray the raising of alfalfa wns 
of major (significance because It 
was the means by which his hogs 
and his cattle would be able to be 
sustained 
during 
the 
winter 
months. 


"We Imported too much alfalfa 
last year at $2-1 and $25 a ton," 
said Murray. "I am in hopes that 
when we have inigatlon upon the 
soil we may be able to obviate this 
difficulty. Irrigation means every- 
thing to me. It means we will have 
every opportunity to be self-sus- 
taining."

The excitement which 
Orson 


Welles' broadcast of H. G. Wells' 
**Thc War of the Worlds" caused 
In Lincoln Sunday night waa high 
tribute 
to 
the 
Imagination of 


Novelist Wells and the directing 
and acting abilities of Producer 
Welles, whose Mercury theater cf 
the air over the Columbia system 
has enlisted a widespread 
audi- 


ence. The broadcast was so effec- 
tive that many people hastened to 
their phones and called the office 
of their newspaper. This happened 
In 
Lincoln and in many 
other 


cities. 


The phenomenal success of the 


Welles-Wells production 
Sunday 


night was disturbing in the same 
degree that it was effective. There 
was more than dramatic effect in- 
volved in the success of the show. 
The audience was in a mental con- 
dition that resulted In t • amazing 
and distressing reaction generally 
and In some Individual cases a con- 
dition little short of hysteria. 


The striking feature of this situ- 


ation is not the superior dramatic 
qualities of the Welles broadcast 
but the uneasiness of the people. 
This latter la alarming. 


The program 
opened 
with & 


plain announcement 
of the fic- 


tional character of the scenes to 
be enacted and it was interrupted 
at 10 minute intervals 
with a 


plain statement of the altuation. 
And yet hundreds In the city and 
thousanda 
the country over be- 


came convinced -that, the United 
States was actually being raided 
by monsters from Murs. 


The recent week of war news 


bulletins from Europe helped pre- 
pare this 
fertile 
hothouse 
lor 


hysteria, but it cannot have been 
entirely responsible. The general 
situation 
Is 
discouraging. 
Too 


many people are uneasy and on 
edge. Years of depression punctu- 
ated by war scares may be the 
primary cause. 


In any event it Is a sad com- 


mentary on American sanity and 
Intelllgencf, on midwcstorn 
Judg- 


ment and balance, and upon radio 
listening 
in general, when hun- 


dreds of people get worked up to 
the point of hysterics by a broad- 
cast plainly labeled at frequent 
and regular Intervals for what it 
was. 


old saloon has returned, with all 
of Us old vices and environments 
Bootlegging is rampant in many 
sections. 


In Nebraska an attempt has 


been made to control this type of 
violations by a system which re- 
quires the distiller to report every 
bottle shipped to the vtate, the 
pailroads to report every bottle of- 
fered for transport and the whole- 
sale business to report every bot- 
tle received. Contraband liquor in 
the state comes from outside or 
represents dilution of products 
sold legally in the state.

the earlier period cited, of $226,- 
700,000, or an annual loss to Ne- 
braska farmers of more than $46,- 
000,000 a year.

WASHINGTON.—Few 
reports 


that have emanated from the gov- 
ernment over & span of time can 
compare in enlightenad presenta- 
tion or constructive advice with 
the recommendations just made 
by the emergency board of three 
appointed by President Roosevelt 
to deal with the problem of rail- 
road wages. 


True, the findings are against 
the granting of a horizontal cut 
of 15 percent In wages at this 
time, and, in this respect, it is a 
disappointment to the railroads 
and their owners, but there is so 
much more In the report than 
that 
item 
and 
so much 
solid 


counsel 
with 
respect 
to 
what 


ought to be done by the railroads, 
the labor unions, the government 
and the investors that, if the docu- 
ment is carefully studied, it will 
point the way at last to a solu- 
tion of the perplexities of 
the 


railroad problem. 
The report is 25,000 words long, 
yet it Is far more persuasive than 
the official summary, and if one 
takes the time and trouble to read 
It carefully, does the statesman- 
like character 
of the 
analysis 


made by Chief Justice Stacy of the 
North 
Carolina 
supreme 
court, 
Dean James Landis of the Har- 
vard law school and Prof. Harry 
Millis of the University of Chicago 
become apparent. 


To say the report is new deal- 
ism because it deals fearlessly 
with problems of interest due the 
bondholders or dividends the own- 
ers should not have been awarded 
or because it attacks the crudity 
of horizontal pay cuts as applied 
to groups of varying incomes is 
to ignore the fact that the report 
also penetrates incisively Into the 
fallacies 
of continuous 
govern-

:ion of these wastes, necessary tho 
t may be, thus affords little in the 
way of a solution for the pressing 
problem of immediate relief." 


With relentless logic and with 


pointed reference 
to the efforts 


made by labor organizations to get 
congress to enact full crew bills 
and other devices to overcome the 
economies in payroll growing out 
of technological efficiency, the re- 
port adds: 


The social problem of unemploy- 


ment resulting {rom technological 
development is common to moat 
industries. It admits of no simple 
answer. The legislative proposals 
complained of (that is, by the rail- 
roads) are, in part, the answers 
that the employes are seeking to 
make to the problem of techno- 
logical unemployment. 
The an- 


swers that can be made must of 
necessity be partly without the in- 
dustry and partly within it. But 
we believe that such answers as 
can be made to it within the indus- 
try should flow from the processes 
of collective bargaining: between 
the carriers and the men, not by 
resort to legislation. 
The prob- 


lems of technological unemploy- 
ment, are, indeed, part of those 
'working- 
conditions' 
which the 


railway labor net of 1926 sought 
to have worked out thru negotia- 
tion and mediation between man- 
agement and men." 


There are many more passages 


like the foregoing which will be 
helpful and valuable to railroads 
and the employe organizations in 
recasting their relations in the 
light of the financial crisis that 
fares the railroads today. 


In projecting 
a solution, the 
emergency board modestly out- 
lines a program which is distinctly 
a Hooveresque philosophy. In the 
sense that it recognizes deflation 
as a painful but inexorable remedy 
in some cases and one in which 
government aid can soften the 
blow. Here we come to the advo- 
cacy by the board of reorganiza- 
tion of capital structures with 
"reasonable sacrifices on the part 
of ownership" and revision by con- 
gress of 'existing reorganization 
procedures" so that 
reorganiza- 


tion Is n "real rebirth and not a 
mere tempoi-ary compromise be- 
tween 
creditors 
and 
e q u i t y 


owners." 


As for wage reductions, the 
board dealt with the facts and fig- 
ures submitted in a way that can 
hardly be described In a newspaper 
dispatch, or any summary, for that 
matter. It painstakingly took all 
the data, compared them with 
wages in other industries and with 
living costs in other years and 
found that the general 
average 
wage now was about $1,553 a year 
but that one-quarter of the em- 
ployes earned less than $911, an- 
other quarter earned between $911 
and $1,433, another quarter be- 
tween $1,433 and $1,953 nnd the 
remaining quarter earned $1,953 
or more 
Tn the same way, the 


board discussed the $250,000 000 
proposed to be saved by wage re- 
ductions, and found that $141,650.- 
000 of this sum would go to roads 
neither In receivership nor in the 


Suggesting that some graduated 
scale plan might some day be de- 
vised If wage cuts are necessary 
and hinting that, If the present 
business revival doesn't pan out 
wage reductions might have to be 
re-examined, the board makes this 
significant observation: 


"It may well be that the hoped- 


for relief from the development of 
a national transportation policy 
and other similar measures will 
not be forthcoming;. Then the in- 
ability of the roads to pay woulc 
turn from a short time to a long 
time aspect, and avenues of reliel 
thru wage reductions would have 
to be explored The 30 day clause 
of the existing .agreements would 
provide this opportunity." 
For the moment, however, this 


government board is betting on 
better business- conditions and in- 
creased car loadings together with 
a sensibly co-operative attitude by 
congress, the 
railroad 
brother- 


hoods, the railroad bond owners 
and stockholders as well as by the 
railroad managements themselves 
—all of them united by a common 
fear of complete disintegration of 
a great industry. My own impres- 
sion is that, with the rising costs of 
living due to the devaluation of 
the dollar's purchasing power, it 
is lucky for the railroad workers 
that they are not to suffer a de 
crease in wages and that now i; 
the time for stubborn selfishness 
and class feeling to be superseded 
by an enlightened unselfishness on 
all sides before which no problem 
of a social and economic character 
can long remain unsolved.

UK. BRADY'S HEALTH TALK 


Prevention of Lockjaw. 


Tetanus, commonly known as 


"lockjaw" is caused by a germ, 
formerly called tetanus bacillus 
but now called Clostridium tetani, 
which is a natural inhabitant of 
the intestinal tract of herbivorous 
animals, particularly horses and 
mules. It was found in 25 percent 
of human fecal specimens exam- 
ined. 


This 
dreadful 
disease 
occurs 


only as a result of invasion of the 
body tissues, the blood, by the spe- 
cific germ, and tetanus germs ui- 
vade the blood or tissues only thru 
cut, 
puncture, burn, scratch or 


wound of some kind. Any such 
wound made by an object that may 
have been contaminated by the ex- 
crement of animals, or a wound 
made when the skin is soiled with 
recently 
fertilized 
garden 
soil, 


barnyard dirt or street dust (es- 
pecially country roads or streets 
where horses are used) must be 
considered a possible source of 
lockjaw. Wounds or burns made 
by fireworks, toy pistol caps, the 
penetration of wadding or powder 
grains from exploding firecrack- 
ers and the like, are notoriously 
dangerous aa favoring develop- 
ment of tetanus. 


Here it is necessary to assert 


with all possible vehemence that 
rusty 
naile, implements having 


verdigris on them, dyed stocking 
or other clothing1, vegetable, min- 
eral or animal matter or poisons 
of any kind have nothing to do 
with lockjaw or with ordinary 
acute 
"blood 
poisoning" 
which 


physicians call septicemia. 


The germ of tetanus must in- 


vade the wound before tetanus can 
possibly occur. Occasionally, to be 
sure, it may be difficult or im- 
possible to find or to remember 
the trifling wound thru which the 
tetanus germs enter. As a rule the 
wound of entrance 
is scarcely 


healed before the frightful convul-

sions begin. Any shreds or bits of 
cloth, paper or other foreign sub- 
stance buried in a wound, and any 
shreds of tissue not completely 
severed 
from 
attachments 
but 


likely to slough presently, add 
greatly to the danger of tetanus 
developing. It is wise, therefore, 
to have immediate, surgical care 
for fireworks wounds or wound or 
burns sustained in an environment 
of horses or other domestic ani- 
mals. 


Lockjaw develops in from 4 to 
21 days after the infection. At first 
the victim complains 
of slight 
stiffness in the neck, attributes it 
to "sore, throat." and has some 
difficulty in chewing things be- 
cause of tightness in the jaws. 
Sometimes chilly feeling or actual 
shaking chill precedes these symp- 
toms and adds to the misleading 
picture of "sore throat." Steadily 
the stiffness or soasm extends to 
other muscles and general convul- 
sions follow. Strychnine poisoning 
causes similar spasms or convul- 
sions, but between the convulsions 
of strychnine poisoning there Is no 
such constant rigidity as there is 
in tetanus. Usually the tempera- 
ture rises to an extreme height. 
The patient's mind Is perfectly 
clear and he suffers much pain 
from the convulsions. Most cases 
terminate fatally. If the patient 
survives for four days, there is a 
good chance of recovery. 
A wound that bleeds is less 


likely to be infected with tetanus 
or other infection than a mere 
abrasion, scratch, puncture or lac- 
eration that bleeds little or not 
at all. 
Best prevention against lockjaw 


is immediate thoro disinfection of 
fresh wounds under doubtful en- 
vironment, and immediate injec- 
tion of 500 units (at least) of teta- 
nus antitoxin; a second dose of 
the antitoxin should be had a week 
ater.

Health Talks

Chronic high blood pressure is 


one of the most serious diseases of 
nankind. 
A person with severe 


ligh blood • pressure may develop 
fatal heart disease. 
He is less 


ikely to resist attacks of any type 
of general infection, such as pneu- 
nonia. 
He must be careful not 


o get overtired or overexerted. 


A permanent relief or cure for 


this disorder would be a great 
blessing for humanity. 
Much re- 
search work has been done on this 
iroblem. 
A report of research, 


he results of which appear very 
>romising. has been made by Dr. 
George Crile of 
the 
Cleveland 


clinic. 


He has treated 141 patients by a 


surgical operation called 
celiac 


;anglionectomy (se-le-ac gang-le- 
on-ek-to-me). 


Series of Nerve Fibers. 


The celiac s'^rllon Is Part of 


.he involuntary nervous system; 
.hat is. it is a part of the nervous 
system which acts without the 
icrson being aware of it. 
The 


reliac ganglion is a series of nerve 
Ibers which control the mechan- 
sm by which oxygen is carried to 
he tissues of the body. 
It was 


'ound that by cutting this part of 
the nervous system, high blood 
pressure was relieved. Immedi- 
ately after or even during the op- 
eration the blood pressure dropped 
:o normal. 


In almost half of the 141 pa- 


;ients, 7 to 12 months after the 
operation the blood pressure still 
remained normal. But even more 
striking than the effect on the 
blood pressure was the relief from 
other symptoms which these pa- 
tients obtained. 
The symptoms 
accompanying high blood pressure 
usually consist of headache, ner- 
vousness, over-tiredness, dizziness, 
rritability, pain over the heart 
and sometimes rapid and notice- 
able beating of the heart. For ex- 
ample, 48 patients who complained 
of chronic headache before the op- 
eration were observed thru a, 12- 
month period. 
Improvement oc- 


curred in all of these cases, and 
about half were completely re- 
"leved of headache. 


Many Completely Relieved. 


In some cases the patients ob- 


tained complete relief from their 
symptoms, while in many -others 
the symptoms were relieved to a 
jreat extent. 
Many of the pa- 


:ients were able to return to their 
usual work even tho the blood 
pressure did not drop to its nor- 
iial level. 
Each of the patients 


tended to become more calm. 


The operation does not seem to 


have any ill effects. 
It does not 


interfere with the normal chem- 
ical activities of the body 
It does 


not upset the digestion. 
It does 


not cause any abnormal change 
in the blood pressure, in the skin 
or in the rate and action of the 
heart. 


While It is true that there is 


some danger in the carrying out 
of the operation, the risk of op- 
eration in these cades, according 
to Dr. Crile, is no greater than the 
daily risk which these Individuals 
face in going about their usua 
activities. He says that the life- 
prolonging and other valuable ef- 
fects of this operation have been 
clearly demonstrated. 


While it appears- from the re- 


port that a valuable ticatment for 
high blood pressure has been dis- 
covered, it will be necessary that 
more cases before a positive state- 
the operation be done on many 
ment can be made as to its exact 
usefulness.
